Shipment of Christmas par¬ 
cels to the .soldiers is going for¬ 
ward as fast as the necessary 
labels are received by relatives 
from the boys who are to re¬ 
ceive them. There has bi'en a 
deartha of over.seas mail for 
few days, but per.sons who have 
not already received expected 
labels will have till the 20th 
for mailing. In the meantime a 
big batch of mail might be re¬ 
ceived through the arrival of 
one or more mail ships, and the 
delayed labels might arrivi* in 
one of those big bunches of 
French mail which bi'ing delight 
to .so many anxious hearts. 

.Many per.sons are not dei)end- 
iiig on the regulation Christmas 
package to carry their Christ¬ 
mas cheer to their boys, but are 
.sending money orders so the 
boys can provide themselves a 
few additional luxuries. This is 
done in the .same way a iK)st of¬ 
fice money order is sent to any 
place in the United States. 

Relatives of army Y.M.C.A.. 
workers overseas may send one 
paicel to them in the same way 
soldier's parcels are .sent, al¬ 
though no ollicial labels art* to 
be given tlu'in. Particulars may 
be obtained by calling at the 
Red Cro.ss rooms for boxes.

Epidemic conditions are .soim- 
proved that the Board of Health 
has made tentative airange- 
nients for the opening of the 
public schools next Wednesday- 
Some uncertainty exists, due 
to fear that there will yet be a 
fresh outbreak on account of the 
crowds which congregateu for 
the iieace celebration on Mon¬ 
day. Dr. Mackerras, chairman 
of the Health Boai’d, said last 
night it was thought best to 
play safe and not allow any pub¬ 
lic gatherings until next week. 

If it is finally decided to open 
the .schools on Wednesday, due 
warning will he given by the 
ringing of the hell at noon on 
Tiie.sday and again at 8 a.m., on 
Vt'ednesday. If the bell is not 
1 ling at those times the public 
will know the ban has not Iieen 
lifted- 

Lives of two more Sierra Ma¬ 
dre people were claimed during 
the week—Conductor Carter 0. 
Damerow, and Mrs. C. W. Mil¬ 
lard who had been living in Los 
Angeles for .some time. On the 
whole, however, conditions are 
improving and harring a fresh 
outbreak, it is exiiected normal 
conditions will prevail within a 
week or ten days more.
